BUTLER ON THE RACE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chieage Tribune, 
THE SUBJECT FOR DEBATE. 
Wasnmineron, D. C., March 10.—The. House in 
Committee of the Whole continued the discus- 
sion of the Legislative, Judicial, and Executive 
Appropriation biJl. Mr. Beck, of Kentucky, being 
dutitled to the floor took occasion to make one 
of the strongest speeches that have been made 
in the House this session.

He denied that he 
bad anything to do with the passage of the law 
authorizing the contracts; and was at great 
pains to defend his favorite. In the course of 
his praise of Sanborn, Butler stated that, among 
other cases of deliaquent taxes, which he said 
would never have been discovered and collected 
but for Sanborn, was that of the Erie Railroad 
in the amount of $500,000. 

Mr. Foster, of Ohio, asked him how much had 
been collecied of this delinquent tax from the 
Erie Road. 

Butler quickly replied that nothing had been 
collected, and that the reason of the delay was 
simply that that corporation had set the news- 
pap ers an the track of the contracts, to create 
the impression that there was something fraudu- 
lent and wicked in them, so that the laws au- 
thorizing them might be repealed. The fact is, 
that the newspapers heard nothing of the matter 
till a Sub-Committee of the Ways and Means,— 
Messrs. Foster, of Ohio, and Beck, of Ken- 
tucky,—who were investigating in the interests 
of retrenchment in the Bureaus of Customs and 

Revenue, unearthed them. 

Mr. Foster followed in a five minutes’ speech 
in answer to Butler's defense of Sanborn and 
the contracts, in the course of which he said be 
felt justified in asserting that three-fourths of 
the collections upon which Sanborn had re- 
ceived his 50 per cent were made, as set forth 
in yout dispacches some time since, by the In- 
ternal Revenue officers, and that many of the 
cases were in process of collection by the Inter- 
nal Bevenue Bureau at the time that the

FREIGHT RATES, 

Freight rates on the various railroads leading 
from this city to the East are now nearly as low 
as the averag® summer rates when competition 
with the various water lines is in full blast, This 
is mainly owing to the fact that shipments to 
the East have lately decreased to such an extent 
that the various railroads werecompelled to take 
off a number of their freight trains.
